ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., July 
11.—Walter Brookins, who Sat- 
urday flew 6275 feet up in the 
air in a Wright aeroplane, says 
he‘'is going to do greater things 
SOON. 

The official figures show that 
Brookins reached a height of 
6175 feet, but it became known 
today that he actually went 100 
feet higher. Here is Brookins’ 
own story as told by him to the 
Post-Dispatch. 

BY WALTER R. BROOKINS. 


I had no doubt whatever that I would 
So over 6000 feet in the air Saturday 
when I came back from my first flight. 
We had, made up our minds that that 
was where I was to go, and it was to 
see what the atmospheric conditions 
were and to see what changes I might 
have to make in my machine that I 
took that 17-minute fight around. I got 
up nearly 2000 feet and when I came 
Gown I knew exactly what was going 
to, happen. 

I made a few changes in the machine 
and then I went up into gusty, confus- 
ing winds that came from all directions 
at once in the horseshoe made by the 
pers and the bulldings along the board 
Walk. It was hard to get my climbing 
angle in those winds. I can’t just te!l 
you what that is, because it is some- 
thing that isn’t figured out by 
theory or experimenting alone; it’s a 
thing you feel. But I got it finally aft- 
ct I had taken a long swing around and 
then I really began to climb. 

When I got above the swirls that lay 
close to the sea I met a strong, steady 
wind from the south. It was going 2 
miles an hour and it -rried me beau- 
tifully down to the upper end of the 
course. There I quartered back into 
it. When I went with it I was travel- 
ing 60 miles an hour, and when I turned 
I got wind that was going, theoretical- 
ly, 80 miles an hour. Actually it was 
going about 75 miles an hour and that 
was the only time I was conscious of 
the wind. It took me out over the city, 
and I saw what I thought was a chain 
of little lakes and inlets below me. iI 
heard today that it was the Thorough- 
fare. 

Climb a Hard Grind. 

I went down to the other end of the 
course before I began that Lard, steady 
grind o1 my climb. I had my climb- 
ing angle then, and the machine was 
Plugging upward like clockwork. She 
never shifted her nose once, and I could 
feel the cold air from the ocean coming 
up beneath me. I could see nothing but 
& great mist below me, but if it had been 
the dead of night I would have known 
that I was over the sea. There was 
no surf to tell me that, the pounding of 
my engines and whirr of my propellers 
behind me killed every other sound, 
and after the first five minutes of my 
climb I had no other sound with me. 
You “feel” water below you, just as 
you “feel” your climbing angle. 

When I was over the land I could see 


the streets closing up, the houses on 


either side of them seemed to draw 
closer together, you know. The only 
other form that I was conscious of 
Was great splashes of red. There must 
be lots of red brick houses here. But 
out over the ocean I had no background 
to carry my sight through the mist. It 
Was a great bucket of emptiness. 
There was not even a cloud in sight. 
I wished there was one, so I could get 
an idea of how I was going, but I had 
nothing to show me, by contrast, either 
the direction or the angle of my move- 


ment. There was nothing before me 


os the nose of the machine. 

I saw the sun about this time, a great 
ball of fire that seemed to be hanging 
‘out in space, not a disk in the sky as it 
looks from the ground. When I saw 


it it must have been below the horizon, * 


as the horizon appears on the earth. I 
saw that first at Indianapolis, but it is 
etill a thrilling sight. . 

I was a mile high then. I'll not forget 
it very soon, either. The cold was a 
dreadful thing. My knees knocked to- 
gether ag fast as they would go and 
1 could feel it on my cheeks and my 
ears. My teoth chattered till I thought 
I'd never get them stopped again.

INDIAN PRINCESS 
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5 ARRESTED AS 
AUTO SUURGHER 


She and Her Father, the 
Gaekwar of Baroda, Caught 
by Motorcycle Police. 








NEW. YORK, July 11.—The most beau- 
tiful princess of all India was arrested 
in New Rochelle, along with her father, 
who is absolute ruler of 2,000,000 people. 

They were the Princess Indira Rajal 
and her father, the Gaekwar of Baroda. 
There will be no international compli- 
cations because the royalties were re- 
leased five minutes after they were tak- 
en to the police station, charged with 
exceeding the speed limit. With the 
Maharanee and the heir apparent, the 
Gaekwar and his daughter were motor- 
ing to the home of Prof. H. C. Bumpus 
when halted by the motorcycle police- 
man. 

The little Princess is of medium 
height and very slender.: She has big 
soft brown eyes, dusky brown hair 
and a smooth skin the color of rich 
cream. Yesterday she wore her sin- 
gle robe, the fari, which is many 
yards long and is wound about the 
body from shoulders to feet, with one 
graceful fold over the head. She had 
no veil. The fari was of fine soft 
India silk, almost like chiffon, and 
edged with a two-inch wide band of 
Persian embroidery in which gold 
predominated. The girl wore no jew- 
els. 

Gives Interview by Proxy. 

Her mother, the Maharanee, was 
dressed in orange silk, arranged ex- 
actly like her daughter’s robe. Only 
the shawl shaped fold over the shoul- 
ders was barred in crimson and white, 
curiously resembling the American 
flag. She, too, was unveiled and wore 
the wonderful pearl collar and ear- 
rings and the huge diamond bracelet 
which formed an Infinitesmal part of 
the superb jewelled ornaments in the 
possession of the Gaekwar. 

The Maharanee and the Princess, 
after the New Rochelle incident, re- 
turned to the hotel for lunch, and aft- 
er that came a long siesta. When 
they awoxe they declared themselves 
still too tired and warm to talk, and 
said further that they never gave 
personal interviews. They said that 
the Maharanee’s secretary, Miss 
West, an Englishwoman, was author- 
ized to express their opinions on all 


subjects. 
“America does not really seem new 


to their Highnesses,’’ said Miss West, 
“for they were here four years ago. 
They are familiar with London and 
Paris. The Maharanee thinks that 
American women are wonderfully well 
informed, intelligent and wide-awake. 
She deplores the fact that the women of 
India are so badly educated and she is 
doing her best to establish many schools 
for them. 

National Dress Is One Garment. 

“Her Highness does not wish to criti- 
cise the clothes of AmePican women. 
She thinks they are all right—for Ameri- 
can women. For her own countrywom- 
en she prefers the national dress and 
she always retains it when traveling. 
It consists of the single garment, wound 
around and around the body, over @# 
very short linen undergarment. It fol- 
lows the lines of the figuis and the 
head without distorting them vo unnat- 
ural shapes. 

“Her Highness approves of women 
working outside the home wherever nec- 
esary. She thinks it seems necessary 
in European countries and in America. 
In India, she says, every woman has a 
chance to get married and be taken 
care of by hor husband. In the Eu- 
reopean countries this does not seem to 
be true. She believes that the woman 
has the happiest life in the home. But 
she realizes that even in India there are 
widews—now that they are no longer 
burned—who may have to work,.and she 
is interested in founding great industrial 
establishments for these people. 

“One thing in which she thinks the 
Indian woman can give lessons to Ameli- 
can women is courtesy.

Operstor’s Fiat in Ruins. 

Four of the eight flats in the build- 
ing were occupied. Miss Pauline Bier- 
man, a Postal Telegraph operator, oc- 
cupied the flat above the one occnpied 
by Steinbach. She had been away on 
a vacation and returned Monday morn- 
ing to find her flat in ruins. One of the 
others was occupieil by Mrs. Bohnmil- 
ler avd her daughter and one by Wil- 
liam G. Euston and h's wife and two 
smell children. 

When Euston was awakened by the 
explosion he fired a shotgun from the 
window to attract the police, and then 
assisted his wife and children from the 
building. He saved a part of his fur: 
niture. Mrs. Bohnmiller§ and her 
daughter were awakened by the expl- 
sion and left their flat unassisted. 

Emil Steinbach was about the place 
half an hour after the explosion and 


said that he had been blown through a 


window and had lain unconscious in 
the back yard for 20 minutes. He left 
before the police obtained his state- 
ment and had not returned Monday 
forenoon. 

The window of Emil Steinbach’s roonr 
was not blown out. The shutters were 
closed. The gas fixtures were lying on 
the floor. Their condition did not in- 
dicate that they had been torn from 
the wall attachments by the explosion.

Avenue Police Station, Monday forenoon

MAKES FIASCO OF 
| ATRAIN HOLD-UP 


Couldn’t Understand Rob- 
bers’ Command; His Non- 
chalance Unnerves Trio. 


Search was resumed Monday for three 
opera bouffe bandits, whose hold-up of 
Missouri, Kansas & --.xag passenger 
train No. 3 Sunday morning at Bissell’s 
Cut enlivened the annals of Missouri 
train robbery with a touch of comedy. 

The robber tyros were put to rout by 
the deafness of Peter Sheldon, the ex- 
press messenger, who sat in the open 
baggage car beside an unlocked Safe, 
Because of his infirmity, Sheldon had 
been undisturbed by the pistol fire- 
works which accompanied the hold-up. 

The bandits, in tremulous tones, or- 
dered Engineer J. R. Quinn to tell 
Sheldon to get out of the car. The 
engineer went back and shouted the 
order in the deaf man’s ears. 

‘Hey?’ he replied several times, un- 
til the command partially penetrated to 
his understanding. “Somebody wants 
to see me, eh?’’ he grumbled then, with 
a yawn. “Tell ‘em to come into the 
car if they want to talk to me.” 

One’s Nerve Fatis at Outset. 

This reply, with its seeming non- 
chalance, completely shattered what 
litle nerve the robbers had left. 
After a bit of shaky bluster about 
blowing up the car with dynamite, 
they told Quinn to be on his way 
with the train and vanisheqd in a 
panic, 

One of the trio, who flagged the 
train with a réd lantern, was smitten 
with stage fright at the outset. As 
the engine came to a halt beside him 
and the engineer, thrusting his head 
from the cab, asked what was the 
matter, the amateur dropped the lan- 
tern from his nerveless fingers and 
took to his heels into the woods, 

One of his companions crawled 
over the tender and covered the en- 
gineer with two _ revolvers. The 
other, also equipped with a brace of 
pistols, the muzzles of which were 
describing nervous zigzags, ordered 
Fireman E. E. Murphy to get out of 
the cab. 

Robber's Pistol Tickled His Neck. 

Quinn had several moments of real 
alarm, but not because of the blood- 
thirsty intentions of the robbers. One 
of them thrust the muzzle of a revolver 
against the nape of the engineer's neck. 
He could feel the cold metal twitching 
in the bandit’s nervous grasp, crawling 
back and forth on his neck and flutter- 
ing up and down against his skin. 

The robbers held the train for about 
twenty minutes, while Murphy, at their 
command, tried to uncouple the baggage 
ear, Because the train had been stopped 
on a curve, it proved impossible to dis- 
connect the car. During the wait, one 
of thé bandits shot along the string of 
cars to prevent inquisitive passengers 
from investigating. 

One of these bullets went over the 
head of Conductor Benjamin L. Walker 
as he peered out into the darkness and 
impelled him to re-enter the car with 
some haste and remain there. | ’ 

The hold-up occurréd at 12:23 a. m., 
Sunday, 37 minutes after the train left 
the Union Station for Sedalia. Bissell’s 
Cut is about 13 miles north of St. Louts 
and is near Larimore and Spanish Lake, 
St. Louis County The scene of the 
fiasco was opposite thé old Field Golf 
Club, in a %-foot cut in which wash- 
outs have occurred.

Insurance Companies Owe 


Says Attomey 
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to co-operate with him in reorganizing 
them. 

A meeting of the Missouri bankers 
who are directors in the companies has 
been called for Menday afternoon at 
the Jefferson Hotel, according to Shaw, 
to consider the scheme for reorganiza- 
tion. Miller promised to be present, 
Shaw says, and representatives of the 
Kansas City firm are to be in attend- 
ance. 

“Within 10 days,’ said Shaw, “we 
shall remove the Continental and Inter- 
national Fire companies from the hands 
of the receivers. The Kansas City com- 
pany, which is to do a fire insurance 
business, is capitalized at $1,000,000, and 
$500,000 of its steck has been sold and 
subscribed. 

“The proposition is to get the consent 
of the stockholders of the two 8t.' Louis 
companies: to dissolve them and to ex- 
change their stock for that of the Kan- 
sas City company. 

Stock Worth $18 a Share. 

“The report of the receivers shows 
that the Continental and Internationa! 
stock is worth $18 a share. The Kansas 
City stock is selling at $20 a share. But 
the officers of the latter company have 
agreed to exchange their stock, share 
for share, for eurs. 

“T am not at present free to tell the 
name of the Kansas City company. 

‘The St. Louis companies ‘have in as- 
sets, cash and collectible notes, $990,715. 
They are perfectly solvent. Instead of 
Gardner’s overdrawing his account 
with the companies they owe him about 
$25,000, under his 24 per cent con!ract. 

“Instead of Gardner’s getting $170,- 
$99.84, as charged by the receivers, he 
really got only $90,000 for himself. He 
paid out his commissions for furniturc 
and the saisaries of officers $18,375. To 
his subagents he paid $62,124.34 in com- 
migsions.” 

Cane Sent to Referee. 

After listening to the reading by At- 
torney Spencer of Gardner's signed re- 
ply to the suit brought by Receiver 
Matt G. Reynolds, Judge Withrow or- 
cered the case certified to Referee Hen- 
ry 8. Caulfield. The hearing will prob- 
ably be resumed before him Tuesday 
morning, according to Jolin 8. Leahy, 
ettorney for the defendants in the re- 
ceivership proceedings. 

Chase Mersey, attorney for Receiver 
Reynolds, arose then and read an ap-

That’s the one mistake I made—I for- 
got to put any more juice in after T 
came Gown from my first flight. I was 
still golng upward when my motor 
skipped, but I had to bring myself. down 
to a level so that the gasoline would 
flow back from the corner into which 
it had been tilted to the center, where 
the gauge would catch it. 

I fell while I was doing that, and it 
was just as I fell that I got across the 
base line. The instruments showed me 
6200 feet up; then the correction to 
S175 was due to the allowance that had 
to be made for the location of the in- 
struments, but I had been 100 feet above 
that point when I got to my apex. 

But I had done enough for one day, 
anyhow. I had gone as far as I had 
made up my mind to go. I had gone 
nearly 1250 feet higher than I had ever 
been, which was 500 higher than any 
other man had ever ,one in a heavier- 
than-air machine. so 1 started for home. 


He Conasted Downward. 
I went in wide circles at first, cutting 


two or three of them, I can’t remember 
which, until I got down about 500 feet. 
‘ihe reading Coffyn took from the beach 
showed that I was down to 6680 feet 
when I shut off my power and began 
to coast. I came on in those wide cir- 
cles unti! I was about 2600 feet up, and 
then instead of the wide circles, I came 
on in one sharp turn.

Passengers Built 
Fires Near. Wreck 
After the Rescue 
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wife and their four children—Lucile, 8 
years old; Maxine, 6; Charlies, 4, and 
Elmira, 2. _ 
On his return to St. Louis, Mr. Orth- 
wein gave a Post-Dispatch reporter a 
graphic description of the scene when 
the boat landed. 
“T was awakened at 1:10 a. m. by the 
screams of women on the boat,” he 
said. ‘“‘The boat barber came into my 
stateroom and told me to hurry and 
get the children off the boat, as it was 
sinking. I wanted to gather up some 
clothes for them, but he told me I would 
have no time for that, and we went up 
to the deck in our night clothing. 
Praise for Boat’s Crew, 
“Too much credit cannot be given to 
Capt. Leyhe and his crew. Their be- 
havior was nothing short of heroic. 
They went through the work of rescue 
as calmly as though it were a practice 
fire drill. They were so calm that the 
passengers took heart with them, and 


{showed remarkable composure in get- 


ting ever the gangplank to land. 

“But once they were safely ashore, 
most of the women broke down. Some 
of them just cried, and others went 
into hysterics. 

“It was very cold, and insufficient 
clothing made us the more uncomfort- 
able. So the crew gathered up drift- 
wood and broke off decayed limbs of 
trees to build campfires. The women 
and children gathered shivering about 
these. Members of the crew went back 
into the sinking boat and brought out 
clothes and blankets, and it was not 
long before the most of us were com- 
fortable. 

“To my mind the most remarkable ac- 
complishment on the part of the crew 
was in finding a landing place. I heard 
that two barges had gone down at the 
spot where we struck, and that the pi- 
lot did not know of this, and hit one of 
them. They were submerged. 

Land on Sandy Beach. 

“Anyhow, there are high bluffs on 
both sides of the river at the point, and 
the crew knew it would never do to land 
there, with a lot of landlubbers who 
couldn’t swim. The boat was listing 
heavily to one side, but the crew man- 
aged to work it upstream an eighth of 
a mile, to e place where there wag a 
sandy beach about 200 feet long. Then 
the nose of the boat was swung around, 
and it was allowed to drift to a landing. 
It was a remarkable bit of work. 

“The members of the crew behaved 
throughout with great courage, and 
worked with military precision. That 
no lives were lost was .due to their ef- 
forts.”’ 

Engineer Reno stood at his post on 
the lower deck until the water was 
waist deep, directing the machinery as 
the pilot guided the sinking steamer to 
safety. 

Woman’s Screams Arouse Rector. 

The Rev. John B. Plunket, late rector 
of Christ Church at Cape Girardeau, 
was asleep in his stateroom when the 
boat struck and would have kept right 
on sleeping but for the screaming of a 
woman near his door, who had been 
awakened by the shock and whose panic 
had been increased by the information 
quickly brought to those sleeping on the 
cots in the cabin that the boat was 
sinking. 

The Rev. Mr. Plunket threw open the 
door of his stateroom. A man in night 
clothes was running past, carrying his 
street clothes in his arms. 

‘‘What’s the matter?’ 
rector, quietly. 

‘Hell’s the matter,’’ answered 
man in his night clothing. 

If that was the case the Rev. Mr. 
Plunket thought it behooved him to 
follow the man in his night clothes, 
who was rushing out on the cabin 
deck. He slipped into his trousers 
and caught up a few of his belong- 
ings and joined the frightened group 
on the deck. 

The rector, in spite of his concern, 
could not help taking note that a 
Dutchman, who had had a great deal 
to say the evening before about his 
experience on the water in Holland, 
was a little more anxious than any- 
body else to get on dry land. 

Build Fires on the Shore. 

After the passengers had all been 
safely landed bonfires were built and 
a foraging party were sent abroad 
for food. All that could be found 
were some boxes of ginger snaps on 
the part of the deck that was net 
submerged. These were distributed 
among the refugees. 

Misses Ida and Labelle Rothwell of 
4304 John avenue, St. Louis, were sleep- 
ing on cots in the cabin. They were 
awakened by members of the crew, who 
ran through, seizing the passengers by 
the shoulders and shaking them and 
calling to them to get off of the sink- 
ing boat. 

Some of the women began to scream 
hysterically and in the excitement which 
followed the rude awakening the Roth- 
well sisters became separated. When 
Ida reached shore she could not find 
her sister and she thought Labelle was 
still on the boat. She was in great 
distress until she discovered that La- 
belle had reached the shore. 

The action of the crew drew the 
praise of all the passengers. As the 
boat struck the bank the gang plank 
was lowered and the crew stood at the 
landing to assist the men, women and 
children walk safely*‘off, and cautioned 
them to be calm. 

The crew then turned its attention to 
the baggage. While others went to the 
staterooms and brought out the luggage, 
belongings of the passangers, Chief 
Clerk L. H. Cubberly took the registry 
book and went to the end of the gang 
plank. As the luggage from each room 
was carried out Cubberly called out the 
name of the persons who occupied the 
room. The passengers then came to the 
plank and took their property. 

Salesman Helps Clerk. 

Alex Van Praag, 4 treveling salesman 
for a Minneapolis flour house, stood 
near Cubberly and assisted in handing 
the baggage to the owners, and kept 
others from crowding and hampering 
the work of the crew. Within halr an 
hour all of the baggage had been car.

Change in Quality Test, 
Councilman Thinks, Would 
Lengthen Franchise. 


Mayor Kreismann told a _ Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Monday that in the pre- 
liminary conferences with officials of 
the Laclede Gas Light Co., relative to 
the reduction in the -price of artificial 
gas, pending the piping of natural gas 
to St. Louis, there was no demand for 
additional legislation or concessions of 
any kind. 

“T understood from. the officials of 
the gas company that they would not 
ask the city anything,” said Mayor 
Kreismann. ‘The only contingency 
was in connection with pipping nat- 
They thought it might be 
necessary to change the standard of 
quality from candle power to heat 
units. I do not wish, at this time, to 


» discuss the Laclede company’s offer. 


Iwill refer the matter to the con- 
ference committee of the: Municipal 
Assembly for acceptance or rejection. 
I am glad, however, that the Laclede 
has shown a willingness to discuss 4 
reduction in the price of gas.” 

An official of the gas company said 
Monday that the average mvrice of nat- 
ural gas to St. Louls consumers will be 
40 cents, instead of }. He said the com- 
pany, by ‘reason of the fact that it will 
have to pipe natural gas 480 miles 
through aipipe line costing approximate- 
ly $18,000,000, ought to charge a higher 
price than is charged in cities near 
the natural gas fields. 


Schutz Sees No Benefit. 

Councilman Schutz, who has been tek- 
ing a leading: part in the movement for 
cheaper gas, said: 

“T cannot see that the offer of the 
Laclede company would reduce the price 
of fuel gas. I understand that about 
three-fourths of all artificiai gas used 
i: St. Louis is sold at 8 cents. The re. 
Cuction of 20 cents on i'luminating gas 
would not be a great benefit to the 
average consumer. 

“The 60-cent minimum that Laclede 
wishes to charge would more than cover 
the amount of illuminating gas use2 
by many persons—particularly the poor 
people. 

“The gas company has been making 
a gate of 8 cents en fuel gas for sev- 
The concession of 20 cents 
on illuminating ges. is not important, 
considering what the gas company asks 
in: return. 

“T do not believe Laclede Gas can 
pipe natural gas through its mains un- 
der its present charter. Therefore the 
question of the change in quality be- 
comes important. If the city consents 
to the change it might have the effect 
of extending the charter of Laclede Gas 
beyond 1917—the date of its expiration,

One 
man started a collection with a half 
dollar, and others gave quarters and 
dimes. Other comers contributed, and 
when the policeman. returned for the 
dog an hour later he found the $3, 
Then he had to go and get “Nigger’’ a 
license tax, and the dog, as if under- 
standing that the men present had 
saved him life, frisked about their heels 
and did as many tricks as a juggler of 
high finance.

Here Is a Chance to Get 
Two Battleships Cheap. 

WASHINGTON, July 10.—Secretary of 
the Navy Meyer has signed an order 
authoritizing the sale of the third-class 
cruisers Detroit and Boston, the gun- 
boat Concord and the torpedo boat 
Winslow. From a military standpoint, 
the usefulness of these vessels has 
passed. The amount of money required 
to place them in condition was so large 
and their value comparatively so small 
when in service that the Board of In- 
Spection and Survey for Ships, recom- 
mended that it would be poor economy 
to repair them. They will .be adver- 
tised for sale and disposed of by auc- 
tion to the highest bidder. 

The Boston was one of the first steel 
boats built for the New American navy 
and with the Concord, took part in the 
battle of Manila Bay. The former, 
which was. authorized in 1883 and com- 
pleted four years later, is a single 
screw protected cruiser with a main 
battery of eight guns and a displace- 
ment of 3000 tons. She had a speed of 
15.6 knots. 

The Concord, a twin screw gunboat 
of 1710 tons displacement, has a main 
battery of six guns and her speed is 
146.8 knots. Her cost was $765,288.

BOY WHO MUST CROWD A LIFE’S WORK INTO

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-His Visit to President Taft 


Starts Report of His 
Candidacy.

“Well,” said Mr. Loeb, “‘they will find 
me fishing.’’ 

Locb Not Roosevelt’s Agent. 


Loeb insisted that he had not come 
to Beverly as an agent of Col. Roose- 
velt. He said that Roosevelt did not 
even know fhat he was coming. He saw 
Roosevelt in New York last Wednesday, 
after the Colonel had seen President 
Taft here. Mr. Loeb confirmed the Post- 
Dispatch’s statement that the meeting 
was one of personal cordiality, but had 
no significance politically. He said that 
Col. Roosevelt told him he had had a 
“bully” visit at Beverly, but that no 
politics or politicians had been dis- 
cussed. 

Mr. Loeb disclaimed knowing anything 
of what Col. Roosevelt will do. When 
asked about the insurgent visits and 
cordial receptions, he said that ‘‘these 
statesmen had been awfully good to 
Col. Roosevelt,’’ and implied that the 
hunter was not an ingrate.

WASHINGTON, July 11.—Col. Robert 
G. Dyrenforth, whose peculiar will, im- 
posing on his heir, Robert St. George 
Dyrenforth, the task of graduating from 
the high school at 14 and Harvard at 
18, studying law at Oxford, graduating 
from West Point, joining the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, attending to an end- 
less array of minor duties and avoiding 
the wiles of artful women’ on penalty 
of forfeiting his rights of inheritance, 
was one of the most remarkable char- 
acters ever known in Washington. 
After an eventful life as soldier. 
guist, “rain-maker,’’ Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Patents,. man of affairs and 
Col. Dyrenforth died 


in New York last Monday. 

Young Dyrenforth is not yet 12, but 
if he ig to see any great amount of in- 
dependence before he reaches the age 
of 28, when the fortune will be his, 
the elder Dyrenforth does not empha- 
size that fact. The actions of young 
Robert are mapped out, diagramatical- 
ly, from this day to that. 

Col. Dyrenforth was educated in Ger- 
many. He studied mechanical engineer- 
ing at Carlsruhe, being graduated also 
in mathematics, physics and chemistry 
at the University of Heidelberg. Re- 
turning to the United States at the 
opening of the Civil War, he enlisted 
in the Schambach. Dragoons, Illinois 
Cavalry, serving under Gens. McClellan 
and Rosecrans. Later he became Cap- 
tain, then Major of the Thirteenth; 
Twelfth and Seventeenth Illinois Cav- 
alry and was on the staff of Rose- 
crans. 

It was in 1891 that Col. Dyrenforth 
gained his reputation as “the rain- 
maker.”” He was an exponent of the 
belief that concussion of air would pro- 
duce rainfall. About dawn one morning, 
the capital was awakened by a mighty 
series of explosions in the vicinity of 
the White Lot. The detonations were 
terrific and in rapid succession. The 
populace scurried to the doorways. 

Got Money From Congress. 

Later Congress appropriated money 
for conducting the experiments and Col. 
Dyrenforth sent up bombs with great 
frequency. After a time, it is recalled. 
the rain came. Whether the downpour 
was the result of the Dyrenforth aerial] 
disturbances is still a matter of dis- 
pute. 

In 1901 the marital 
Dyrénforth reached an acute stage. He 
fied a suit for divorce against Mrs. 
Jennie Dyrenforth, alleging cruelty and 
eiectment from his home. Mrs. Dyren- 
fcrth, in counter charges, set forth that 
he was of most irascible temper, er- 
ratic, impossible to please and an in- 
valid whom she had nursed with all the 
devotion required of a wife. 

Regarding her late husband, Mrs. 
Dyrenforth said: ‘His will indicates 
that it is the creation of a disordered 
mind.” 

She will set her attorneys to work to- 
day to ascertain the exact amount of 
the fortune left by Dyrenforth, and wil! 
suyc for her dower rights. She thiaks 
there might be a later will. 

“In former years he was ‘wont to 
make a will every few months. It was 
one way of expressing his dissatisfied 
and peculiar temperament,” she said. 

The amount of Col. Dyrenforth’s for- 
tune has been estimated at from $50,000 
to $300,000.

+ SERMON IN A PICTURE. 

.No picture painted by the great anti-war artist 
Verestchagin preached a more powerful silent 
sermon than the picture of the Jeffries-Johnson 
knockout sc®ne, published on the first page of 
Friday’s Post-Dispatch. That picture, by its own 
inherent force, ought to go far towaed stopping 
prize fighting in all civilized countries. 

The two combatants—Jeffries looking like a dy- 
ing man, Johnson standing grim and repulsively 
threatening; the sea of spectators, in holiday 
costume as a foil to the brutal nakedness of the 
two central figures—all this makes an ominous 
and forbidding picture, tremendous in its import 
to the civilized races. 

It is a fact of life that we have not yet fully 
realized—an evil fact that must be fully realized 

‘before it can be overcome. Those who were not 


' there might have well dropped the subject and 


permitted the evil to continue for a while. 

But brought face to face with it in this stark 
imagery, with a brutal life and death struggle for 
money breathing out of its every line, they 
cannot abate one jot of responsibility nor salve 
their consciences any longer. The modern 
gladiators must go. 
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There is a great fear that Arizona and New 
Mexico will not select high-class men for the 
United States Senate. They have no past records 
of greatness in that line for Penroses, Burrowses 
and Depews to live down.

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AS TO SELFISHNESS. 

Charles Battell Loomis, humorist, has written a 
semi-serious magazine article in which he argues 
that both men and women are not so “desperately 
selfish” as they used to be. One indication of 
this fact is, he says, that women almost univer- 
sally remove their hats in a theater. 

But is not Mr. Loomis a little too optimistic 
(or forgiving) in regard to this matter? What 
about the woman who wears a stiff feather two 
or three feet long in her hat—a devilish con- 
trivance which momentarily threatens to jab out 
the eye of the person sitting behind her? And 
what about the end seat hog; the man who re- 
fuses to “move over” in a street car; the man who 
blows pipe smoke in women’s faces, and in your 
face—when you only smoke cigarettes; the self- 
important and fussily busy man who crowds you 
off the sidewalk; the man who gets out of the

UNDEMOCRATIC. 

Howard K, Wood, president of the Corpora- 
tion Trust Co. of New York, has diagnosed the 
business situation. In the corporation field he 
finds hesitation and uncertainty. No new enter- 
prises are being organized. Liquidation in the 
stock market promises to continue indefinitely. 
Capital is looking to fields beyond home for em- 
ployment. Not only the professional promoter, 
but manufacturing enterprise is fearful. Said 
Mr. Wood: 

The men who are directing business corpora- 
tiens and railroads have to contend not only with 
rival concerns, but find on every hand, whatever 
they attempt to do, particularly if engaged in 
interstate commerce, they are confronted by some 
sort of a prohibitory statute. As the president 
of one of the Western trunk lines said in a re- 
cent conversation: “We simply do not know what 
to do. We cannot make a rate or unload or 
load @ car, Or move a train,.or employ more than 
one man at a time on the same job without con- 
sulting our legal department as to whether or 
not we are up against a fine of some sort. When 
we get a legal opinion it frequently happens 
that before we can act upon it there will be a 
ruling or a decision, or a new law, or an impend- 
ing decision of some sort that makes it either 
impossible or inadvisable to proceed.” 

As an instance of the changing character of 
these laws, Mr. Wood cited President Taft’s an- 
nouncement that the new one is the best rail- 
road law the country ever had which came simul- 
taneously with a speech by the Attorney-General 
in which he advocated alterations in the law. The 
delay in the Tobacco Trust and Standard Oil 
cases is another unsettling factor. The unde- 
termined personnel of the Supreme Court em- 
phasizes the uncertainty. And finally there is 
no prospect of improvement as this pessimistic 
gentleman views it. A remarkably keen summing 
up of the situation has, however, as a conclu- 
sion the astonishing sentence: “Is the most 
grave danger that besets this country the pos- 
sibility that some of its greatest business organ- 
izations may earn more than 6 per cent per an- 
num?” 

The natura] inference is that all this legisla- 
tion, the blind gropings of political leaders and 
law-makers for remedies for very real ills, is the 
result of an intolerable desire to prevent great 
corporate organizations from earning fair profits. 


is reacting to destroy itself. The people are not 
opposed to profits, but they are sick of inordi- 
nate profits and gains as the result of privilege. 
They are sick of the exploitation of great oppor- 
tunities for the benefit of the few. They are 
sick of inequalities, monopolies, tariffs, extor- 
tions, combines, pools, stock watering, get-rich- 
quick promoting and all the means and schemes 
devised by men and indorsed and amplified by 
undemocratic administrations and congresses to 
take from the many and give to the specially fa- 
vored. 

Republicans are as wearied as Democrats. Re- 
publican legislatures in Republican states have 
done as much statute tinkering as Democratic 
legislatures in Democratic states. The laws 
made by the nation as well as those made by 
the states are all manifestations of popular dis- 
content with plutocratic methods and an un- 
democratic system. It has been the concern of 
privilege to stimulate the hope that superficial 
remedies would be effective. They are not. The 
one remedy is a return to democratic methods— 
to have less law, not more; to dethrone priv- 
llege, not to protect and regulate it; to restore 
conditions under which business is divorced from 
exploitation and profits are not legalized pilfer- 
ings. The development of character in business 
men, the application of morals to business and 
successful prosecutions to fix the belief that guilt 
is personal would abate the need for myriads 
of hampering laws. 
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In denouncing the despicable gerrymander of 
the State senatorial districts we observe the Re- 
publican shouters say nothing whatever about 
how they juggled St. Louis ward boundaries.

FACTS ABOUT THE TARIFF. 

Hon. Sereno E. Payne, representative from the 
Thirty-first New York District, says that “as 
ithe people get hold of the facts in regard to the 
tariff they are more inclined to accept Mr. Taft’s 
first statement that it is the best tariff law ever 
enacted.”

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A DILEMMA. 

It seems that the Western Union Telegraph 
Co. wants more time and a good deal of it be- 
fore deciding what is and what is not a “bucket- 
shop.” 

The telegraph companigs are said to be on “the 
horns of a dilemma.” When they try to decide 
what a bucketshop is not they can see easily 
that boards of trade and merchants’ exchanges 
are not public gambling houses. No matter how 
far speculation is carried on the floor of a stock 
exchange, it is not “bucketshopping.” The doors 
are not open to the public. No one but a mem- 
ber can speculate on the floor in Wall Street. 
When an exchange in New York connects by 
wire with a street office a thousand miles away, 
‘here is a dilemma. It has horns whether or not 
the place is managed by members of the Stock 
Exchange. The street office is open to the pub- 
lic. Its blackboards and chairs are as public as 
those of any bucketshop. Anyone who has the 
money to risk may speculate “legitimately.” If 





fhe has money td risk he may gamble on the 


legitimate transactions of an exchange a thou- 
sand miles away. This is modern. The tele- 
graph and telephone create the dilemma as a 
feature of progress. ea 

The horng of the dilemma are sharp. The 
questions of connection with an exchange by 
membership and by wire, of when private busi- 
ness speculation .becomes public gambling are 
involved. “Bucketshopping” is a hard word. The 
facts of public gambling, supérintended by “le- 
gitimate brokers” may be found harder if the 
“horns” are not escaped..

Liverpool Market Is Lower; 
Professional Sentiment 
Bearish. 





More general precipitation in the 
Northwes: in the past 24 hours caused 
a weak market in grain at today’s ses- 
sion. 

Sentiment was also pbearishly influ- 
enced by the growing belief that the 
Government estimate of 61.6 on spring 
wheat is somewhat exaggerated and 
that the rise in prices has at least dis- 
counted the adverse condition indicated. 

The trade points out that with The 
spring wheat harvest still a month 
that an improvement 
similar to that made in winter wheat 
might easily develop with more favor- 
able weather conditions. 

Again, with the winter wheat show- 
ing such high quality and yield, specu- 
lators are less inclined to follow the 
advance further, until the movement of 
new whcat gives some line on. wnat 
action way be expectei from the farta- 
er. 

That the high prices now prevalent 
will prove an incentive for the winter 
wheat farmer to sell is apparent, esps- 
cially as they have been brought about 
by damage outside of his territory, 
which redounds to «his benefit. The 
trade expects a liberal movement of 
new grain on this account. Kansas City 
today received 335,000 bu of wheat, 
against 24,150 bu last year. 

Furthermore, in actual supplies tle 
wheat now indicated for the world’s 
consumption compares favorably wilin 
last year, while at that time the mar- 
ket had the advantage of strong specu- 
lative support from such a following as 
Patten’s and Waterman’s, which is now 
lacking. 

With the spring wheat crop admittedly 
80,000,000 bu less than last year’s yield 
of 210,000,000 bu, and winter wheat about 
20,000,000 bu less than at 446,000,000, still 
supplies in’ farmers’ hands are 15,000,0W 
bu over a year ago and Russian and 
Canadian outlook is for a yield of 
nearly 100,000,000 bu above a year ag». 
The European visible is about 13,000,000 
bu more than last year, and the world's 
stocks 129,000,000 bu, or 39,000,000 bu more 
than last year. 

The speculative decline in the price 
following the collapse in the Patten 
deal was such as to temporarily maké 
the farmer hold his old grain. This has 
increased materially what is termed the 
invisible surplus and is also a factor of 
importance in the adjustment of future 
grain vaiues. 

The early Liverpool market was lower 
on’ disappointing American cables of 
more favorable crop conditions. Re- 
ports from Argentine were more favor- 
able and Russian shipments heavier. 
The late market was firmer on steadi- 
ness in Mark Lane, a decrease in local 
stocks, a better demand for parcels 
and decreased supplies on passage.
